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VBT Planners hold hearing, 
pass Jones’ request to board

A public hearing on Scott Jones’ request 
to amend the township’s future land use 
map was held by the Van Buren Township 
Planning Commission at its regular 
meeting Oct. 23. 

Then, the commission voted unanimously 
to recommend approval to the VBT board 
at its next meeting. It also is scheduled to 
be discussed at a board work/study session. 

These are three of the 15 steps set out last 
June to make way for Jones’ rezoning of 
lakeside property at 41620 E. Huron River 
Dr., adjacent to Edison Lake Road, so he 
and his sister and brother-in-law, Tammy 
and Bill Osier, can build 70 detached 
condos. 

This public hearing on the map change 
is the eighth step proposed to end with the 
final rezoning on Jan. 21. 

At the public hearing, the first speaker 
was Michele Montour, 43200 E. Huron 
River Dr., who said she had concerns about 
the increase in traffic by 140 cars on the 
two-lane roadway. 

She also said there was no indication of 
docks being added here, but she was also 
concerned about increased traffic on the 
lake. 

Vidya Krishna, a planning consultant 
from McKenna who is filling in as director 
of planning and economic development 
until a new director can be hired, said 
Jones still has to apply for rezoning. 

Commission chairwoman Carol 
Thompson said traffic is part of the site- 
plan review and it will take several months 
to get to that. 

A letter from Ken Durbal of 41196 
Lakeview Court, across the lake from 
the proposed development, was read into 
the record of the public hearing by VBT 
Director of Public Services Director 
Matthew Best. 

Durbal, who had served on the citizens’ 
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committee to put together a lakeside 
ordinance, said he was against the rezoning 
that would crowd the lake. He said there 
were no exceptions for docks and the first 
developer that came along could avoid 
rules against docks, if a modification is 
approved. He said the lakeside zoning was 
not developed for mass construction of 
homes. 

Jones said there are 27 lots on the water 
in his plan and he had no plan to apply for 
docks. He said his idea was to have homes 
much like the new ones on North Liberty 
Street in the City of Belleville, but with 
more room between the homes. 

“We will have 10 feet,” he said. 

Diedre Rivera-Creal of 47251 North 
Shore Dr., said people are asking to be 
informed when this development is ready, 
so they can live there. 

“Traffic will be addressed,” Creal said, 
referring to 500 units in Cherry Hill Village 
that are on a two-lane roadway. “They 
worked it out.

Tuesday, Nov. 5, is Election Day for 
school district, City of Belleville

The polls will be open from 7 a.m. to 
8 p.m. on Tuesday, Nov. 5, in the tri- 
community for a special election in which 
voters will decide on a $35,490,000 bond 
issue for the Van Buren Public Schools. 

The proposal is to borrow the money 
and issue general obligation unlimited 
tax bonds to pay off the loan. The project 
will erect, furnish and equip a new early 
childhood center on the property recently 
purchased from St. Anthony Catholic 
Church, just east of the high school. 

The funds also will remodel, furnish and 
re-furnish and equip and re-equip existing 
school buildings; acquire and install 
instruction technology in school buildings; 
and prepare, develop, improve, and equip 
playgrounds, athletic fields, and sites. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said the bonds, 
if approved, will cause a zero rise in taxes 
because the bonds for the high school 
construction were refinanced and the taxes 
were due to go down by .78 mill, anyway. 
If this proposal passes, the tax will not go 
down and taxpayers will continue to pay 
what they have been paying before the 
refinancing. 


This proposal will be on the ballots in the 
City of Belleville, Van Buren Township, 
Sumpter Township, and certain precincts in 
Ypsilanti Township and Canton Township. 
That will be the only item on the ballot for 
Van Buren, Sumpter, Ypsilanti, and Canton 
townships. 

Voters in the City of Belleville, however, 
will also elect two city council members 
and the mayor, for four-year terms, as well 
vote on a public safety proposal that would 
levy 2 mills for a period of ten consecutive 
years. 

The public safety proposal is an advisory 
vote and the city council is expected to 
make a final decision on the assessment 
at its Nov. 18 meeting after viewing the 
results of the election.

At a recent meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees, Clerk Leon 
Wright said, “There’s no such thing as a 
small election.” 

He was in the middle of giving a statement 
on how people should always get out to 
vote because every election is important. 
These days in Michigan everyone can vote 
absentee without a reason. 

He pointed out VBT voters would only 
be voting on one proposal and it was from 
the Van Buren Public Schools, but that 
was important. Actually, if passed, that 
proposal will keep the school tax where it 
is. If it fails, taxpayers would get a slight 
decrease in tax. 

In Sumpter Township this is the only item 
on their ballot, as well. 

In the City of Belleville there are a 
mayor and two council members to elect. 
Plus, voters will weigh in on whether they 
want to pay 2 mills for 10 years for public 
safety. That’s an advisory vote and the 
council will make a final decision on the 
assessment later in November, in time for 
the December tax roll. 

Clerk Wright is correct. There is no such 
thing as a small election. 

Our form of government depends on 
the citizens staying informed and making 
important decisions at the polls. If we fail 
at this, our way of life will crumble.

VBT holds money four 
years before refund

I sold our house in Van Buren Township 
in January 2016.

REVENUE! 

So, I called and talked to Director Jim 
Taylor. He said they would look into the 
matter. It’s been two weeks and I have not 
heard a peep. I called him and left a message 
and he couldn’t return a two-minute phone 
call? On Friday, Oct. 25, I went in person 
to talk to Jim. He was in a meeting. I 
couldn’t help but notice the NEW FLOOR 
COVERING. I didn’t remember the floor 
needing an update. 

Van Buren also spent $1.5 million dollars 
on a parcel of land. 

I think I should receive interest on my 
money after they held onto it for four years. 
Refund the penalty and the meter reading 
charge ($33.31). I would be good with that! 

We pay them to work and they can’t ever 
return a phone call.

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To School Board: Why aren’t students in five schools getting free food?

At its regular meeting Monday, the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
was asked by James Olsen, in a question 
from the audience, why students in five of 
the district’s seven schools aren’t getting 
free food. 

Olsen, who described himself as a 
journalist and freelance writer, said that 
since five of the seven schools qualify for 
free and reduced lunches, that means they 
could get free food for all of their students. 

He said he talked to the food service 
director about it and he said she told him 
since the entire district doesn’t qualify it 
was decided not to participate.

Supt. Pete Kudlak about it, so he addressed 
Supt. Kudlak. 

“Why not participate when so many 
children are hungry?” Olsen asked. 


Supt. Kudlak said this was the first he had 
heard of this and he would look into it and 
get back to Olsen.

Court Watching: 
Sentencing set Nov. 13 


for Amy Jo Barbee on 
three misdemeanors

34" District Court Chief Judge Tina 
Brooks Green adjourned the sentencing of 
Amy Jo Barbee until 9 a.m. Nov. 13 during 
proceedings on Oct. 23. 

Barbee, 24, of Ypsilanti, was originally 
charged with operating while intoxicated- 
3", operating with a blood alcohol 
content or more than .17, driving while 
license suspended, and driving with open 
intoxicants in the vehicle on May 27 in Van 
Buren Township. 

On Aug. 14, the probable cause conference 
was adjourned because the defendant was 
applying to be part of a Sobriety Court in 
Washtenaw County. 

On Aug. 28, as part of a plea deal, the 
first charge was dismissed at the request of 
the Prosecuting Attorney and the second 
charge of driving with a blood alcohol 
content of more than .17 was reduced to 
operating while intoxicated-2™. 

She pled guilty to the three remaining 
misdemeanor charges. She was scheduled 
for a pre-sentence interview. On Sept. 16 
a motion was made to withdraw the plea 
and the exam. 

On Oct. 23 a preliminary examination 
on the felony count was set to take place. 
But, instead, Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor Danielle Shamus and retained 
defense attorney Brent Jaffe went into 
Judge Green’s closed-door chambers with 
the judge for about seven minutes. When 
they came out, Judge Green said she wished 
to keep the case in her courtroom and so 
adjourned the case for three weeks when 
she would do the misdemeanor sentencing. 

Barbee again was scheduled for a pre- 
sentence interview. She is free on $10,000 
personal recognizance bond. 

Scott William-Samuel Settles 

A jury trial for Scott William-Samuel 
Settles, 43, of Belleville, which had been 
set for Oct. 23, before Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge Regina D. Thomas, 
was adjourned at the request of the defense. 

Another pre-trial session has been set for 
9 a.m., Nov. 15, before Judge Thomas. 

Settles is charged with carrying a 
dangerous weapon with unlawful intent, 
weapons felony firearm, possession 
of firearms under the influence, and 
brandishing firearms in public. Settles is 
charged with using a rifle to threaten the 
bartender and patrons at Egan’s Pub in the 
City of Belleville just before closing time 
on Dec. 18, 2018. 

On March 20, at his preliminary exam 
before 34° District Court Chief Judge 
Tina Brooks Green, the Assistant Wayne 
County Prosecutor Megan Mathews asked 
to add a fifth charge of terrorism to Settles’ 
charges and Judge Green agreed to adding 
the charge. 

Settles is free after posting bond of

Court Watching: 
Sentence hinges on value 


of Rolex watch left on 
shuttle bus at Metro 


At an Oct. 2 court session, 34" District 
Court Judge David Judge Parrott was asked by 
the prosecutor to dismiss a charge of felony 
larceny, between $1,000 and $20,000 in value, 
and accept a guilty plea of misdemeanor 
larceny against Michael Edward Jackson, 53, 
of Redford. 

The plea deal was to offer a 12-month 
deferral and if he was not charged with any 
other offense in that time, the charge would be 
dropped and erased from his record. 

The sentence also was to include 
reimbursement, and that was a problem. 

Jackson was working as a temporary bus 
driver on a shuttle at Metro Airport on May 
5. He told Judge Parrott he found a Rolex 
watch on the seat and took it to a pawnshop. 
He lost his job, but now has a full-time job at 
Enterprise, he said. As a shuttle driver he was 
supposed to turn in anything he found. The 
pawn shop sold the watch. 

The victim stood in the courtroom to tell 
Judge Parrott that her father gave her the 
money to buy the watch for her 16" birthday 
and she paid $15,000. She said she has the 
gift bag and paperwork from that purchase to 
prove it. 

“T’ve lost sleep ... I would have given him 
$4,000,” she told the judge of her thoughts on 
a reward, adding that her father gave her the 
money for the watch because he knew she’d 
been saving up. 

“$1,200? Are you kidding me,” she said of 
the plea deal’s proposed restitution. 

“I’m disposed to have replacement value,” 
said Judge Parrott. “I’m not concerned about 
what they sold it for or what he got.” He said 
the victim deserves replacement value. 

Judge Parrott said he could sentence Jackson 
to a 12-month deferral of the charge, but 
“restitution is going to be significant.” He said 
if he can’t pay in the 12 months, it’s going to 
be tricky. 

Judge Parrott also sentenced Jackson to four 
days on the work program, to take the court’s 
crime class, and total fines of $845. He advised 
the victim to stop by the probation department 
immediately to speak to them about proof of 
the value of the watch. Restitution must be 
determined within 60 days, Judge Parrott said.

Commissioner Jeff Jahr noted that the 
revised map would specify that the 6 to 
7 units an acre maximum will always be 
specified. 

In other business at the one-hour-and- 10- 
minute meeting, the commission:

e Approved two requests by Infinity 
Homes to add new elevations to the offered 
layouts at the unfinished subdivisions at 
Townsend Park, located east of Morton 
Taylor and north of Ecorse, and at Country 
Walk, located east of Martinsville and 
north of Savage. They want to build three- 
car garages for customers in Country Walk 


and add The Townsend, Larch and Larch 
II layouts. Infinity was directed to contact 
the homeowners association in the two 
developments and try to get their approval 
of the new designs; and 

e Approved the preliminary site plan for 
DTE Energy to build a 35,700 square foot 
building to function as a back-up facility 
at the DTE site at 8001 Haggerty Rd., just 
south of Ecorse, with a list of stipulations.

It would have 
very low usage and only be active when 
the primary facility goes down. They do 
plan two to three classes a week for about 
eight to ten people each time to train them 
in the use. The facility will have a gated 
entrance and be tucked away in the trees 
with very little appearance from Haggerty 
and I-275. A non-climbable, eight-foot 
fence with spikes on the top was approved 
for security, like those approved for the 
Chase facility and US Data Center. The 
facility, which will be of precast concrete, 
has to be constructed to withstand an F-5 
tornado and 250 mph winds.

Police 
help MSP with narcotics 
raids in Taylor, Inkster 


One person has been arrested in 
connection with a pair of Detroit-area task 
force drug raids, according to a report on 
WWJ radio. 

Michigan State Police say the MSP Metro 
Narcotics Enforcement Team (MNET) 
executed search warrants in Taylor and 
Inkster last Thursday. 

Officers discovered pure fentanyl and 
crack cocaine packaged for sale, police 
said, as well as pills, two pistols, a fentanyl 
processing area, and just under $100,000 in 
cash. The drugs and the money were seized 
by police. 

Police said the suspect, a convicted 
felon, was out on bond on previous charges 
for selling fentanyl. His name was not 
immediately released as he awaits formal 
charges in this case.

A notable feature of the renovation is the 
addition of large screens in the auditorium to 
display video content that will benefit the deaf 
community. 

“This is a big deal for hundreds of deaf 
Witnesses and many of our neighbors 
throughout the Midwest and Atlantic regions 
who attend our religious services here,” 
said Shelby Oliver, one of the construction 
volunteers. Shelby and her husband Blake of 
West Virginia learned American Sign Language 
to help deaf individuals understand the Bible. 

“To work on a project that will have such 
a powerful impact in the deaf community is 
something we had to be a part of,” Blake said. 

The majority of the construction projects of 
Jehovah’s Witnesses are accomplished by non- 
paid volunteers. Some came to the Van Buren 
Township site from Texas and California and 
stayed for weeks or months, until the project is 
done. 

For several years, Blake and Shelby have 
volunteered their time and skills on many 
construction projects around the country, but 
feel that this project was particularly special.

VBT man arrested after 
threatening to kill police 
officers, two judges 


After calling the Van Buren Township 
Dispatch Center with threats to kill police 
officers and two 34" District Court judges, 
James Bernard Lang, 55, was arrested 
without incident at his VBT home on Oct. 
21. ae 

VBT Director of 
Public Safety Gregory 
Laurain said the 
township resident, | 
identifying himself |) 
as Lang, called the 
dispatch center with the 
threats several times 
around 3 a.m. on Oct. 
20. 

Lang began threating police and judges 
over a recorded line within the dispatch 
center. He threatened to kill VBT police 
officers and two judges at the court several 
times during a series of calls to dispatchers 
and supervisory personnel on duty at the 
time. 

Director Laurain said Lang has a history 
of past violence. 

Lang was charged by the Wayne County 
Prosecutor’s Office with one count of 
False Report of Threat of Terrorism (a 
20-year felony) and one count of Habitual 
Offender-Fourth Offense Notice (a five-to- 
15-year felony. 

The case was reassigned from the 34" 
District Court and Lang was arraigned 
by 29" District Court Judge Laura Mack 
of the City of Wayne. His bond was set 
at $100,000/10% with GPS tethering if 
released and mandatory alcohol testing. 
The next court hearing is scheduled for 
Nov. 8 at 8:30 a.m. before Judge Mack.
